Owing  to  the  absence  of  the  President  in  England, 
upon  business  relating  to  the  interests  of  this  Company, 
it  becomes  my  duty  to  present  to  you  the  following 
statement  of  the  condition  of  your  property  and  the 
business  thereof,  for  the  year  1865.  The  first  eleven 
months  of  which  it  was  operated  by  this  Company,  and 
on  the  1st  of  December  transferred  to  the  Western  Cen¬ 
tral  Railroad  Company  and  the  Atlantic  and  Great 


Western  Railway  Company,

The  severe  winter  and  spring  of  1865,  in  common  with  ail 
railroads  operating  Mountain  Divisions,  was  very  destruc¬ 
tive  to  roadway  and  machinery,  increasing  the  working 
expenses  over  that  of  previous  years. 

During  the  month  of  March  the  North  and  West 
Branches  of  the  Susquehanna  were  visited  by  a  disas¬ 
trous  freshet,  unprecedented  in  the  annals  of  that  region 
for  its  magnitude  and  violence.  The  damage  resulting  to 
our  connecting  roads  being  very  extensive,  especially  on 
that  part  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Erie  Railroad  between 
Milton  and  Williamsport,  in  which  this  Company  is  espe¬ 
cially  interested  by  contracts  for  the  use  thereof. 
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The  great  delay  in  making  the  necessary  repairs,  over 
which  the  Catawissa  Railroad  had  no  control,  occupying, 
as  it  did,  from  March  18th,  the  date  of  the  freshet,  to 
April  21st,  when  the  first  train  was  able  to  pass  the  ’Wil¬ 
liamsport  bridge,  was  a  great  loss  to  this  Company,  inter¬ 
fering  with  its  trade  and  travel.  Although  the  business 
of  the  Company  suffered,  we  are  happy  to  say  that,  the 
property  of  the  Company  was  in  no  way  injured  thereby. 

The  anticipated  results,  growing  out  of  the  negotiations 
with  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Railway  Company 
for  business  from  that  road  over  the  Philadelphia  and 
Erie,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  as  well  as  the  busi¬ 
ness  to  be  expected,  growing  out  of  a  contract  entered 
into  between  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  this  Com¬ 
pany,  dated  April  21st,  1865,  in  which  the  business  from 
its  connection  with  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  at 
Corry,  as  well  as  that  from  Erie  and  Cleveland,  were  to 
be  carried  on  with  all  the  facilities  and  dispatch  neces¬ 
sary  to  secure  a  large  through  trade  between  the  East 
and  the  West,  induced  the  management  to  incur  a  con¬ 
siderable  expense  in  placing  the  road-bed  and  rolling 
stock  in  such  condition  as  to  fulfil  the  requirements  of 
a  large  and  paying  passenger  trade,  as  by  reference  to 
Treasurer’s  and  Superintendent’s  Reports  it  will  be  seen 
that  $79,827^  has  been  expended  in  construction  and 
equipment,  a  large  amount  on  roadway,  etc. 

If  the  programme  had  been  carried  out  on  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  and  Erie  Railroad  as  agreed  upon,  instead  of 
proving,  as  it  actually  has,  to  all  the  roads  East  of  Milton, 
a  loss,  a  different  result  would  have  been  obtained  by 
that  contract.  The  business  on  the  Philadelphia  and 
Erie  road  was  at  first  so  badly  conducted,  and  their  fail¬ 
ure  to  advertise  the  line  throughout  the  Oil  Regions  and 
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the  West,  or  to  supply  tickets,  or  to  recognize  those 
offered  to  be  sold  on  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western 
Railroad,  made  the  loss  inevitable,  which  will  most  prob¬ 
ably  result  in  its  being  abandoned. 

The  price  of  labor  and  materials  during  the  year  did 
not  vary  much  from  that  paid  the  previous  year,  whilst 
the  rates  on  freight  fell  about  33  per  cent,  during  the 
same  period. 

In  the  month  of  April,  1865,  an  examination  of  the 
coal  property  was  made  by  Joseph  Leslie,  Topographical 
Geologist,  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  expressed  by 
the  Stockholders  at  previous  meetings.  The  same  being 
published  and  distributed  to  them.  The  report  and  the 
analysis  made  by  Dr.  F.  A.  Genth,  Chemist,  proves  the 
•coal  to  rank  with  the  best  of  the  hard  anthracite  coal. 
Owing  to  the  fracture  of  the  vein  there  described,  and 
the  difficulty  of  controlling  labor  during  last  year,  the 
Lessees  were  slow  in  developing  the  property. 

They  have  lately  been  prosecuting  the  work  with 
energy,  and  are  now  sending  to  market  daily  about  125 
tons  from  this  and  the  adjoining  property,  and  increasing 
the  daily  shipments  as  they  progress. 

At  present  the  rates  charged  west  of  Milton,  and  the 
refusal  by  the  roads  controlling  the  avenues  to  Western 
New  York,  preclude  the, shipping  of  coal  west  over  the 
road.  In  the  one  case  the  business  being  under  the  con- 
trol  of  a  Transportation  Company,  and  in  the  other  in 
the  hands  of  a  coal  monopoly,  both  having  peculiar  pri¬ 
vileges  over  tbe  roads  leading  to  market,  not  accessible 
to  our  Lessees. 

On  the  1st  of  November,  1865,  the  negotiations  which 
had  been  a  long  while  pending  between  the  parties  for 
business  from  and  to  their  respective  roads,  resulted  in 
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the  execution  of  a  Contract  and  Lease  between  the  West¬ 
ern  Central  and  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Railroad 
and  this  Company  for  a  period  of  999  years,  at  a  rental 
of  $365,000.00  per  annum.  This  Contract  and  Lease 
were  presented  to  the  Stockholders,  and  ratified  by  them 
unanimously  on  the  13th  of  the  same  month. 

The  original  proposition  from  this  Company  was  the 
same  plan  as  adopted  in  the  lease  of  the  Philadelphia  and 
Erie  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  viz. :  a  certain  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  Gross  Earnings  of  the  road.  This  was  objected 
to  on  the  other  side,  and  a  fixed  rental  for  the  road  either 
including  or  not  the  Coal  Estate,  as  they  should  deter¬ 
mine,  was  fixed  upon,  resulting  in  the  lease  of  both  road 
and  coal  lands  at  the  rent  named. 

Previous  to  the  completion  of  the  terms  a  committee 
of  the  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Railway  Company 
made  examination  of  the  road  and  appurtenances,  and 
the  rental  paid  was  based  on  the  future  results  to  be 
obtained  upon  the  completion  of  the  enterprise,  and  the 
great  length  of  time  which  the  lease  has  to  run.  By  the 
terms  of  the  Contract  and  Lease,  the  Western  Central 
and  Atlantic  and  Great  Western  Companies  were  to  take 
possession  of  the  road  and  property  on  the  1st  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1865,  which  transfer  was  formally  made,  they  taking 
possession  of  the  same  at  that  date. 

Scarcely  had  the  transfer  been  made,  when  an  effort 
was  made  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  Les¬ 
sees  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Erie  Railroad  to  interfere 
with  the  use  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Erie  road  between 
Milton  and  Williamsport,  by  this  Company,  under  the 
contract  of  November  30,  1860;  notice  being  served 
upon  us  that  our  trains  would  not  be  allowed  to  run. 
The  same  course  of  proceedings  as  instituted  when  they 
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took  possession  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Erie  under  their 
Lease  and  Contract,  only  not  to  the  same  extent  as  then, 
which  at  that  time  resulted,  upon  application  for  an 
injunction  before  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  Court  order¬ 
ing  them  to  withdraw  their  interference,  at  the  same  time 
saying  that  the  right  of  transfer  of  the  contract  to  them 
by  the  Philadelphia  and  Erie  was  valid,  and  they  were 
obliged  to  fulfil  the  terms  thereof.  To  all  outward 
appearances  our  rights  were  not  further  interfered  with 
until  now,  which  lias  resulted  in  the  assumption  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  of  the  prerogatives  of 
the  Commonwealth,  endeavoring  to  break  down  the  Con¬ 
tract  and  Lease  of  November  1st,  1865  ;  we  can  but  feel 
that  an  attempt  thus  made  by  a  monopoly,  dangerous  to 
the  interests  of  the  people  and  the  State,  and  believing 
as  we  do  that  the  law  of  the  case,  and  justice  is  on  our 
side,  that  the  movement  will  he  defeated  and  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  not  retarded 
thereby. 

For  their  prompt  and  untiring  efforts  in  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  their  duties,  under  the  trying  circumstances  of 
the  past  year,  the  thanks  of  this  Board  are  tendered  to 
the  Superintendent,  Geo.  Webb,  Esq,  and  his  corps  of 
assistants.

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  business  and  condition  of  this  road,  for  eleven 
months  ending  November  30th,  1865,  since  which  the 
property  and  business  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the 
Lessees. 


Transportation  Department. 

Receipts  for  freights,  travel,  United  States  Mail,  and 

miscellaneous,  $411,364  88 

Cost  of  transportation,  passengers  and  freight,  including 

motive  power  and  maintenance  of  cars,  -  -  171,787  90 

During  January  and  February  the  deep  snows  and 
unprecedented  severity  of  the  weather  prevented  ship¬ 
ments  of  lumber,  our  principal  staple,  and  the  stoppage 
of  traffic  for  five  weeks  on  the  Philadelphia  and  Erie  road 
by  reason  of  damage  done  by  flood  of  March  17th,  ren¬ 
dered  our  tonnage  for  the  first  four  months  unusually 
light.  This  was  also  true  of  June  and  July;  lumber 
markets  being  dull  after  the  close  of  the  war. 
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On  the  other  hand  the  severe  winter  caused  very 
heavy  expenditure  on  repairs  of  machinery  and  track, 
and  clearing  the  latter  of  snow  and  ice.  During  the  stop¬ 
page  on  Philadelphia  and  Erie  road  our  force  was  kept 
intact,  anticipating  a  much  earlier  opening.  This  in¬ 
creased  the  expenditures  relative  to  current  tonnage. 

Motive  Power. 

The  ordinary  working  expenses  of  this  have  been  -  $102,538  76 

Extraordinary  expenditure  was  made  in  altering  one  engine  and 
adapting  it  to  burn  anthracite  coal,  and  in  rebuilding  two  others  whose 
cylinders  and  working  parts  had  been  worn  out  by  long  service. 
Passenger  engines,  ------  $6,224  47 

Freight  engines,  -------  4,775  53 

Most  satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained  by  the 
alteration  of  this  engine,  and  the  saving  in  running 
expenses  on  it  fully  justifies  the  policy  of  altering  all 
that  class. 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that,  whilst  the  demands  of  trade 
compelled  a  decrease  in  rates  almost  to  old  standards, 
during  latter  months  of  the  year,  yet  supplies  of  all  kinds 
were  held  at  prices  over  one  hundred  per  cent,  above 
those  of  1862—63. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  great  inferiority  in  kind  made 
necessary  repairs  more  frequent,  and,  indeed  during  the 
early  months  of  severe  weather  it  was  only  by  extraor¬ 
dinary  exertion  the  motive  power  could  be  kept  at  work. 

Maintenance  of  Cars.

During  the  latter  months  of  the  year  our  tonnage  was 
only  limited  by  the  supply  of  cars  we  had  to  offer  ship¬ 
pers,  and  it  was  therefore  thought  advisable  to  increase 
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our  stock  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  to  keep  the  old  stock 
in  serviceable  condition  so  far  as  practicable.  To  do  this, 
speedy  and  complete  repairs  were  made  when  needed, 
and  the  car  was  returned  to  the  trade  without  delay. 

Anticipating  a  very  great  increase  of  both  passenger 
and  freight  traffic  from  the  opening  of  connecting  roads, 
and  stimulated  by  what  was  considered  satisfactory  and 
unfailing  arrangements  for  heavy  through  traffic,  it  was 
thought  advisable  to  increase  the  length  of  sidings  and 
so  ballast,  ditch  and  improve  the  main  line  of  permanent 
way,  as  to  insure  safe  and  speedy  transit  of  the  increased 
number  of  trains  expected,  and  thus,  on  our  part,  to  avoid 
any  and  all  delays  and  discouragements  to  travel  and 
shipments  by  this  route. 

Unusual  expenditures  were  therefore  made  on

For  additional  tools,  and  for  water  houses,  well,  pump 
and  tanks  for  machine  shops  at  Catawissa, 

For  additions  to  branch  road  to  mines,  -  -  -

The  bridges  are  in  first-rate  condition.  The  old  struc¬ 
ture  has  been  removed,  at  Mine  Gap;  at  Fisher’s  and 
Mainville,  though  the  old  structures  remain,  the  way  is 
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supported  by  tlie  new  structures.  It  is  proposed  to 
remove  these  when  the  ordinary  force  of  bridge  lepaii 
men  are  not  otherwise  engaged.  This  is  believed  to  be 
the  most  economical  course. 

Coal  Mines. 

Since  my  last  Report,  the  lessees  of  the  coal  mines 
on  this  Company’s  property  have  been  diligently  at  work. 

The  formation  is  very  peculiar,  whilst  the  coal  is 
found  to  be  of  very  best  quality;  and  the  vein  has  been 
actually  “cross-cut”  at  places  where  it  measured  from  35 
to  85  feet  in  thickness;  yet  the  contour  of  adjacent  rocks 
is  so  irregular  as  to  require  an  unusual  and  most  unex¬ 
pected  expenditure  of  time  and  money,  by  the  operators, 
before  the  mine  can  be  systematically  opened  for  a  regular 
and  profitable  business. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  operators  for  the  patience 
and  energy  they  have  exhibited.  They  are  vigorously 
prosecuting  the  work,  and  hope  to  be  through  all  their 
difficulties  at  an  early  date.
